HEN jurymon complain to 
me that service.on a jury at 
sight: shillings a day is unfair to 


| them—becauae of ‘the interference 


with their business activities—I

WORLD CRISIS 


PENURIOUSNESS INADVISABLE 


has 


Professor T. E. Gregory, known in Australian as ono of tho 
members of the Niemeyer mission, defines the present depression, 
for which he says there is no parallel in the history of modern }n- 
dustrial civiligation, as a “crisis of confidence,” and “price crisis.” 
The definition occurs in the course of an article written for the 


Royal Bank of Canada. 


After’ describing the economic situation of the world and Its 
effects, he goes on to point ‘out the lines for a solution. 


SITUATION 


‘ECONOMIC 
Every section of soclety has a 
responsibility in a crisis’ of this 


order of magnitude. 

The public gencrally has the 
duty of not adding to the decline 
in the .volume of business by 
abstaining from {ts normal volume 
of consumption through exaggerat- 
ed fears of the future. To dfs- 
charge servants or to abstain from 
the purchase of useful goods which 


the individual really needa in the 
normal course of existence, in order 
to add to tha funds available for 
the relfof of distress is to create 
as much distress as Ia relieved. 

t everyone, in order to. help 
things ‘forward, cconomises, f.c., 
abstains from expenditure, the re- 
sult must be to Increase unemploy- 
ment, which, in Its turn, will cause 
further unemployment. 

The same ‘remark applics to the 
withdrawal of currency from banks, 
to unnecessary alarm about iInvest- 
ments and the like, all such actions 
bring about the vory ovil thoy are 
Intended to avoid; thoy add to the 
existing degree of disorganisation, 
further loss of confidence, and furr 
ther wenkening of the economic 
structuro. 

A further responsibility attaches 
to employers and employed in re- 
lation to the problem of wages and 
employment. A reduced Income is 
an unpleasant experience—so is 
unemployment, but there can be no 


: question that, from the social point 


of view, the second is much more 
undesirable. 


2 Levels Unobtainable. 


There can be no doubt that if the 
general level of prices does not much 
recover from the depths to which 
it has now fallen, {t will be impos- 
sible (in the absente of technolo- 
gical changes which will at best 
tnke time to be put Into operation) 
to maintain both the level of money 
incomes and the level of employ- 
ment, 

Society has a cholce, in a period 
of falling prices, between Increas- 
fing unemployment and decreasing 
money-income per capita, . 

The discussion of how far wage 
and salary reauctions are necessary 
should, therefore, be conducted in 
an atmosphere free -from the 
allegations of bad falth and de- 
liberate desire to’ “destroy” the 
workers’ standard of life which 
poisons such discussions to-day. 
But, to achieve this desirable re- 
sult, it is necessary that there 
should be a much clearer realisa- 
tion than generally exists of the 
relationship between changes in the 
leve) of selling prices and changes 
in the level of costs. 


Not all wage reductions are 
justified, but not all resistance to 
wage and salary reductions is 
justifiable either. Unless prices 
can be raised again, one condition 
of recovery is an adjustment of 
costs. 

But must prices remain at their 
present low level? They have beon 


forced down partly by tho inherent 
‘tendency of prices, once they have 
atarted falling, to go on doing 60. 
But the rapidity of the fall and the 
continuance of the movement have 
beon greatly affected by psycholo- 
gical conditions, and thege, in thelr 
turn, have been powerfully {n- 
fluenced by the apparent inability 
and tnwillingness of tho political 
and monetary authoritlas of tho 
world to co-operate effectively with 
one another for the purpose of, 
cliccking the fall,

An alarming article re- 
contly published in The Times wns 
headed In large type “Four Babies 
a Minute!” Mr. Crocker’s careful 
analysis shows that owing to the 
relatively large proportion of the 
population which {is of roproduc- 
tive age that this sfate of affairs 
will probably go. on for a gencra- 
tion or so, perhaps till the populn- 
tton reaches one hundred million: 
whereas there is no possibility 
even by intensive soil cultivation 
of the food supply of the country 
rising to anything much above its 
present output. _ This must mean 
financial collapse, possible wars, 
dumping ground in some other 
country for a large surplus popula- 
tion, or, wholesale decimation 
through famine or disease. 

Any of these possibilities throws 
a dark cloud over the future. 


Nature’s Restraint. 

True, in the animal ‘and plant 
kingdom nature seems to devise 
her own methods of restraint for 
any animal or plant which be- 
comes too prolific. Biologists sre 
aware of this but it is short-sight- 
ed biology to hope that there are 
all applicable to humanity and 
that society will ‘simply right {t- 
self, At times Mr. Crocker seems 
to let himself be beguiled into this 
way of thinking as where he says: 
—"Consider, too, what we know of 
the animal world and the rough 
balance that fs held in it between 
numbers and food supplies.” 

But he does not hope for a solu- 
tion on a biological basis drawn 
from Darwin. He suggests in a 
benevolent kind of way that foreign 
Gavernments will look kindly on 
the huge “family” of Japnnese and 
will give slices of Brazil, Borneo, 
Manchuria, North Australia, and 
Siberian as permanent habitats for

Dr. Allen, when asked his views 
on the cinemas, expressed the hope 
that silent films would not al- 
together die out., He had seen the 
war play “Journoy’s End,” on the 
stage and on the screen, abut he 
Iked the former. To him it scem- 
‘ed that the stage play held more 
realism. He was also fond of tra- 
vel films. .. 

Dealing, with unemployment, Dr. 
Allen said that, in his opinion, the 
muin cause of it was the vogue of 
machinery. *From where he came, 
South Wales, there were villages of 
unemployed. When he left Home, 
the people spoke optimiaticaly but 
acted very speasimistically about 
unemployment, © He had visited 
Germany twice and there unemploy- 
ment was also great.

MAKING CAR DRIVING SAFER. 


; [By Norman W. Rae] 


In the last few weeks I have 
tried out 20 difforent carsa—all built 
in England and all, so far as [ 
could discover, bullt in certain de- 
tails by designers who had never 
heard of an ownor-driver. 

It {id ‘amazing that motorcar 
manufacturers continue to turn out 
cars) so designed as to give the 
owner-driver the groatest possible 
amount of trouble in the least pos- 
sible time. . 

In my opinion the Socicty of 
Motor Manufacturers and Traders 
ure not entirely guiltless in this 
matter, It should be easy for them 
to recommond to thelr members 
that certain fittings should be real- 
ly standardised. 

For example, 1 have come across 
four different kinds of door-handles 
during my tests. In one car it was 
necessary to pull back a lever. In 
another, the lever had to be pushed 
forward. In a third, the only way 
of opdning the door was to lower 
the window and push onds arm 
through the opening _ so that 
the. outside handle might be 
turned. The fouth' lever was 
80 close to the window 
handle that one’s Knuckles 
were grazed every time an attempt 
was .made to operate it. 

I always make it a practice to 
find how the door-handle works

I ‘am certain that half the fatali- 

tiles which occur as a result of fire 
are caused by the diMculty of gat- 
ting out. : 
-. There is, too, the question of foot 
controls and the: position of the 
gear and hand-brake levers. In my 
own car, the accelerator pedal fs on 
the extreme right, the foot-brake 
pedal is in the contre and tho clutch 
on the left—but the gear handle is 
in the contre and the hand-brake 
lever on the right. I have become 
accustomed to the peculiar arrange- 
ment of .the gear and hand-brake 
levers but I do not feel safe in a 
new,car for Walf an hour.

Motor-cyclists used to complain 
that they were continually in diffi« 
culties in trying out now machines 
because some manufacturers had 
different “Iny-outs,” but I under- 
stand that in recent years manu- 
facturers have solved this problem. 
Surely it {s not too diMcult a pro- 
blem for the. motorcar manufac- 
turer, : 

On one well-known mass-produced 
car the dipping switch moves to the 
left. On another it moves to the 
right. 

Fire Danger. 

- When fire breaks out near tho 
engine it is important to shut off 
the petrol as quickly as possible. 
On many cars ijt fs possible to do 
this from the driver's seat, but on 
others it is necessary to lift the 
bonnet. In some cars tho tap is 
on the offside, on others on the near 
side. All cars should be fitted with 
a tap which can easily bo reached 
by the driver from his seat. 

And it is still a mystery to me 
how manufacturers can send out 


cara with grease nipples so placed 


that no grease gun yet made can 
reach thom. 

Tn a car I owned some months 
ago there were three nipples which, 
I regret to say, had no grease all 
the time I had the car. Nothing 
could be done about it. Even the 
service station admitted failure.

“With the holiday senson at 
hand, no apology need he offer- |: . 


ed for some notes from a doc- 
tor’s diary about safety on the 
ronds — the science of keeping 
alive as well as ‘fit,’ writes a 
Medical Correspondent. 

“Years of motoring have con- 
vinced the writer,” he adds, 
“that by far the most fruitful 
cause of accident is inattention 
to the driving. The inattentive 
driver neither sees clearly nor 
judges accurately. Worse still 
his faculties of imagination are 
blunted. He is thinking about 
something ‘else, and’ so is not 
whole-hearted in his immedinte 
task, 

It is a matter of experi- 
ence that good drivers keep 
their eyes fixed on a point ahead 
so situated that. they can pull 
up easily before reaching it. As 
soon as_ this point disappeara 
‘round the corner’ they become 
alert.. The question -arises in 
their minds: ‘What is happen- 
Tho 
result is a reduction of speed 
and an increase of watchfulness. 

“It is possible for anyone to 
acquire this habit of anticipa- 
tion, And the mental effort 
necessary to acquire it forces 
the student to attentiveness. He 
learns, almost unconsciously, 
how to fight against distrac- 
tions, Incidentally, he acquires 
the faculty of imagination, with- 
out which no driver is safe.”

The first fire tragedy of the year occurred, last night, in Kowloon, in 
a cotton quilt shop in Shanghai Street.

The shop was -completely gutted, and the three floors above, used as 
dwelling houses, severely damaged. The staircase, a wooden one, was 
destroyed and a means of escape for those abov e was thus removed.
